BOMB WRECKS A CAR

Explosive on Tracks Injures Six Passengers,
Two Probably Fatally.

CAR IS LIFTED BODILY INTO THE AIR

Floor is Bplit Open and Front Portion is
Entiraly Demolished.

CLEW TO THE PERPETRATOR IS SLENDER

Unknown Man with Buggy is Seen at the
Bpot of tha Explosion,

RIOTING CONTINUES DAY AND NIGHT

Thouanands of Execlted Men Block the
Right of Way and a Houlder In
Clrele of Fire Delaya TrafMe
for Severanl Hours,

OLBEVELAND, July 23.—A Euclid avenuo
car londed with passengers was wrecked by
an exploslon of nitroglycerine or guncotion
shortly after 11 o'clock tonight. SIix per-
gons were badly hurt, the names of the in-
Jured helng

Mre, B, C. Martin, 79 Alangon street, com-
pound fracture of the skall, right arm
hroken and internal iojuries, which will
prohahbly prove fatal.

E. C. Martin, right arm badly cui and
bruised about legs and body.

Mrs, Catherine Harrls, 26 Cornfrew street,
injured by shock.

A. K. Smith, 09 Vienna street,
about legs and body,

Albert E. Fassett, 12 Wallace place, legs
injured.

Injured

Dora Schessler, 11 Oakdale street, brulsed

about the body.

The explosion tore out the front end of
the car, smashed all the windows and de-
stroyed the brake. After considerable dif-
floulty the car was atopped and a eall for
ambulances was rung In. The motorman
was dazed by the shock, but the conductor,
Frank Schroeder of St. Louis, escaped In-
jury. The force of the explosion was g0
great that it shook all the houses in the
nelghborhood and was heard for two or
three miles.

The {dentity of the person who placed the
explosive on the track Is not known, Per-
sons living In the nelghborhood say they
giw A man In a buggy stop at the corner
of Kenslngton street and get out by the
rallroad track. He remained there a short
time and then drove rapldly away.

Within & few minutes after the explosion
a crowd of a thousand people assembled,
and the Injured, who were suffering from
the shock, were cared for until the ambu-
lances arrived, Most of them were not
serlously Injured, thelr hurts belng con-
fined to bruises about the feet and legs.
Mrs. Martin falnted before she was taken
from the car. All were taken to their homes
in ambulances. The motorman on the car
manpged to-get nut of the vestibule of the
var abd. then fell to the street, but he
quickly recovered and helped to extricate
the passengers from the wreck.

Car Remninse on Track,

Passengers who were on the car say the
explosion seemed to 1ft the whole front end
of the car aod It ripped up the floor for
more than half the distance from the front
end., The car was, in fact, a complete
wreck, but, strange to say il Jdid not leave
the rails and was taken to the barns by the
next outward bound motor.

The pelice were quleckly summoned to the
scene of the explosion and a force of men
was detalled to Investigate, with a view of
running down the person who placed the
explesive on the track, A boy llving on the
corner saw the mysterious man in the buggy.
He said he noticed the buggy drive up there
and stop and saw the man get out. He
fumbled about the rails for a minute or two
and then jumped Inte the buggy and drove
away at a gallop,

There seems to be no doubt now that
Mayor Farley will e¢all out the three or four
avallable military companies in this olty In
addition to those already under arms.

In the vieinity of the Holmden avenue
barns today there was continuous rloting
for three or four hours. Every car that
passed was attncked with stones, and sev-
eral pistol shots were fired at them.

The only
person hurt wus a woman, who was shot
in the finger as she stood in her doorway.
The police made twenty-five arrests in that
nelghborhoad,

Rioting continued all along Brondway to-
night and it took three squads of police as
many hours to escort three cars a distance
of four miles to the barns, Fifteen or
twenty of the strikers were taken into cus-
tody.

Later reports from those Injured show that
they were burt much woree than at first
supposed. It is now sald that Mrs, Harris
suffersd a fracture of the skull apd may
die, while ., A. Smith had both legs broken,
Three or four other personn In addition to
those whosa names are glven above were
hurt, but none seriously,

Mohs Are Astir Bearly.

The moba were astir early this moin-

There was a serlous Adisturbance on the
Broadway line, at the corner of Petrle street,
where & mob of 3,000 assembled In the
forenoon and obstructed the track, Finally
A car came slong from the Wilson avenus
barns, having on board Sergeant Burrlows,
a private of militia and Detective Kelso.
The ofMeer ordered the mob to disperse,
when the motorman alempled Lo remove
the obstruction from the track, but the
rioters showed fight. Then Bergeant Bur.
rows and the one soldier, with fixed bayounets,
faced the mob and attempted to clear the
way, There was a sharp fight for o few
minutes, during which a perfect shower of
e#tones fell about the detective and the sol-
dlers, smashing the car windows
wag serlously hurt, and after arresting two
of the rioters and placing them on the car,
M was returned to the barm.

BROOKLYN STRIKERS ARE BEATEN,

All Lines Except (he Nassnn in Brooks-
I¥n Run on Usanl Schedule,
NEW YORK, July 23 —The trolley ear
strike, both in Manhatton and Brooklyn,
seems to be practically at an end. General
Magter Workman Parsons, at the meeting
today, latinched the scheme for a new po-
litieal party, and at the same time urged
upon the delegates of the various trades
unions In Greater New York the expedi-
ency of contributing to a fund to aid the
strikers, and the delegates promised thelr
support. This is what probably causes Mas-
| ter Workman Parsons and Deputy Master
Workman Pines to promise important
velopments in the strike situatlon this week,
It Is a fact, however, that both vesterday
and today cars were belng run under almost
normal headway on all the lines, except the
Nassau, throughout Brooklyn, even to the
various branches, and carrying large num-
bers of passengers. In New York, except
for the presence of several hundred police-
men on Second avenue and guards about the
power houses, no sign of a strike was ap-
parent. There has been no delay in trolley
car service in Manhattan, on any of the
lines, except on the Second avenue line, and

that ig effected wvery little,
It 18 stated by the police offielals that to-
morrow or Tuesday, at the farthest, most

property of the rallroad companles will be
withdrawn.
Ronsniter Pleased with Ontcome,

President Rossiter was fubllant on Satur-
duy ‘before leaving for Cold Stream. He
said:

“"The stri Lof course, has caused con-
siderable trouble and expense to our com-
pany, but.1 am glad to say that nearly all
the lines were ahle to run today on regular
time. The strikers had prided
(hemselves that they had been able to tie
up traffle to Coney Island, but they cannot
boast of that now, for tomorrow we will be
currying all who want to go. 1 am sorry for
the men who were led astray by profes-
sfonal agitators. T am willing to take back
the men who left thelr positions on the
Brooklyn Helghts line, but I am determined
that none of the Nassau line men will be re-
instnted as motormen or conductors.”

In strike headquarters the men of the Nas-
san line assembled. Master Workman Par-
sons did not appenr. Distriet Master Work-

man DPines was busy trying o encourage
the strikers. He told them that even if
the strike were unsuccesszful, still they

would have the satisfaction of having re-
belled agalnst the evil system of hours and
wages introduced and malntained by Ros-
giter, Mr. Pines added that If a rcertain
geotlon of the press and corporations
Imagined that thoe str'ke would be over In
a fday or 8o they would soon discover they
were hadly mistaken. He said that by Tues-
day or Wednesday all the lines of the Brook-
lyn Rapid Trangit company would be tied
up as tight as a drum,

Situntlon Serlons at Kvansville,

EVANSVILLE, Ind., July 23.—The striking
miners held a big meeting at the Central
Labor unlon hall today and discussed the
strike situation. After the meeting the
head of the police department, Detective
Fred Brennocke and Sheriff Koepke called
upon John Ingle and asked him to disarm his
negro miners. He sald he would willingfy
do g0 {f he bhad assurances that the striking
miners would not carry arms, He said that
while his men carried arms openly the
sirikers did not display their weapons, The
situation still remains serious,

HUGE ELEVATOR IS DESTROYED

Fire in Capoln Coanses Two Terrifie
Explosions, Entalling Loss of
One Milllon Dollnrs.

TOLEDO, 0, July 23.—The C., H, & D.
elevator, located In East Toledo, was totally
destroyed by fire tonight and the less on
building and contents will reach nearly a
million dollars, It is not known how much
insurance is on the graln, amounting to
900,000 bushels of wheat, but the bullding
carries $185,000 in varlous companles,

The elevator has been unusually busy for
the last two weeks and was working night
and day to store the 150 cars of wheat which
are unloaded dally at the place. The fact
that this was Sunday prevented the fatal-
{tles which might have followed, for the
forty men employed there had quit work
early and had been out of the place about
two hours,

The watchman had once made the ronnds
of the building and had found everything
safe, and was on his way to the top on
his second trip. He was not aware there wis
a fire, but observers noticed a small blaze
in the cupolu. An alarm was immediately
turned in, but before any of the depart-
ments could reach the place a terrific ex-

| plosion oceurred that rocked the foundations

of surrounding bulldings. A mass of flame
shot up in the air hundreds of feet, The
buikding was almost immediately enveloped
and within ten minutes another and more
terrific explosion occurred, which tore out
the entire side of the building near the
river. This explogion hurled the watch-
man, W. B, Welch, out of the flames and
saved his life. He was only slightly in-
jured and will recover,

The enormous bullding was a mass of riins
half an hour after the first blaz2 wes ao-
ticed. The work of the are department was
futile, most of thelr energies heing directed
toward saving adjoining propery.

The C. H, & D. elevator was largely awned
by eastern capital.

LINCOLN]  July 28 —(8pecial.) — The

In the fusion press of the stale of an article
socking to show that the banking Institu-
tlons of Nebraska are In an unsound condi-
tlon.  This is but a repetition of the feeble
attempt muade by the state ofcinls 1ast year
1o cause a panie while President MeKinley
wits in the &tute by hirlng an Irresponsible
person to saue n clreular from the caplitol
bullditig calling attention to the fact that
while the demand NMabilitles of a1l the banks
In the state at that time was $53,005,766, the
carh on hand amounted to only $5.710.880.
This statement was so idiotle In its purposs
that it was lnughed at by fusionists all over
the state. The person who concelved this
popocratle argument was cmployed by the
stale house officials at a salary of $10 per
week and was furniehed with an ofce |n
the capltol building along with other con-
venlences,

The same person, whose name |8 T. H.
Tibbles, is again at work on the same kind
of an article, Intending to show that on ac-
count of the decrease in the amount of cash
carried in the various banks they are In »
shaky condition and that there ie not ay
much money avallable in Nebraska at the
present thme as there was o year ago,

“The banks of Nebraska are nerl'nlnly ta
bo congratulated that they are enabled hy
the restored confidence of the people and
their depositors to inyvest the money placed
on deposit," sald the cashler of one of the
Lincoln banks, In speaking of the cash on
hand in the banks as an indication of the
prosperity of the state. *It la of course
true that the banks In Nebraska do not
carry nearly so much money as they did
during the boom times, but the reason for
this must be evident to every thinking man.
During the five years beginning in 1892,
when there was an almost incessant run on
the banks by suspleious depositops, |t was
necessary to carry a large amount of actual
cash on hand, but with the return of gonfl-
donce came a change In the banking busi-
ness and it was no longor NeCOSSAry (o avors
load the vaults with curreney, when there
was no demand for i,

Increnne In Bank Deponitn,

“There certainly is no better evidence of
the prosperity of the state ‘han the
enormous increase In bank deposita. It
money deposited in & hank was kept In a
vault the bank would have no source of
revenue and the expenses of malntaining
it would increase. The tatal cash and slght
exchange or the available cash that belongs
to Nobraska banks I8 about five times
greater than during the panle times, This
money, or a large portion of it, {8 on de-
posit In eastern banks, drawing 2 per cent
or more, and would be returned immediatoly
upon demand. The cash on hand Is, of
course, less in amount than two ar thres
years ago, but the one direot cause for this
state of affulrs |s the repewed confidence
of tho whole neople.””
